Police used a phone app to 
trace a Mini that had allegedly 
been stolen in Tolworth. 

A 23-year-old woman called 
police, just after 5pm on Satur¬ 
day night, to say her car and 
mobile phone had been stolen 
in Broad Oaks, Tolworth. 


Officers were able to use a 
tracking app on her phone to 
trace the yellow Mini, discov¬ 
ered parked in Verona Drive 
about a mile away. 

A 21-year-old man was car¬ 
ried from a flat in Verona 
Drive by officers with Tasers. 

Although the Met hel 
icopter’s Twitter account de¬ 
scribed it as an alleged car¬ 
jacking, he was arrested on 
suspicion of theft and taking 


and driving away, taken into 
custody and released on police 
bail until August. 

But witnesses said they were 
unhappy with how police 
dealt with the situation. 

A 17-year-old bystander was 
arrested on suspicion of af¬ 
fray for allegedly threating to 
harm a police dog and its han¬ 
dler. He was later also bailed 
until August while police 
investigate. 


One resident said police 
entered his flat believing he 
was hiding the suspect, and 
threatened to arrest him if he 
did not co-operate. 

He said: “I asked what was 
going on and one of them told 
me to shut up or I’d be 
nicked.” 

Another woman said: 
“There were about five or six 
police officers who carried the 
boy [the 21-year-old] out of the 


block of flats. 

“They had him face down, 
hands behind his back and 
then some of the mums came 
out telling police they should¬ 
n’t handle him like that.” 

One woman said: “My 
daughter saw it, and now she’s 
scared of the police, and she 
shouldn’t be scared of the 
police.”

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Police cuts ‘threaten safety’ of 
community festivals in town

Street festivals and commu¬ 
nity events could be threat¬ 
ened by police cuts, 
organisers have said. 

For the first time in 14 
years the Kingston Carnival 
has been told police will not 
supervise the closing of 
roads on September 7 in 
Kingston town centre. 

Policing guidelines slowly 
being put into practice say 
community and charitable 
events in need of policing 
should pay “a reasonable 
contribution towards police 
costs”. 

Carnival organisers King¬ 
ston Race and Equalities 
Council (Krec) will have to 
find £4,000 to pay for at least 
40 extra security people. 

The Malden Fortnight and 
Kingston scouts say they 


may have to cancel. 

Last year Surbiton Festival 
organisers were only as¬ 
signed one police officer and 
told they would have to pay 
if they wanted more. 

John Azah, Krec director, 
said: “It is off the back of the 
cuts. What they have done 
effectively is say ‘You should 


get your own security to po¬ 
lice the event that you have 
organised’. They are going 
to police it in a different way 
than they have in the past. 

“I don’t have the capacity 
to be investing in outside se¬ 
curity. Why should we pay?” 

Scouts in Kingston have 
been walking through 


Tolworth for their annual St 
George’s Day Street parade 
for more than 50 years. 

Trevor Strong, chairman 
of Kingston district scouts, 
said he may have to cancel. 

He said: “It is going to be 
dangerous if they are not 
there. 

“We have also been told we 


have to pay out for traffic 
management orders for any 
roads we need closed - that’s 
£1,000 a road. 

“We are only a charity - we 
can’t afford it. The police are 
forcing us to cancel. It is not 
good for the community.” 

Tony Gooding, from the 
Malden Fortnight commit¬ 
tee, said: “There is a restric¬ 
tion in manpower to do with 
cost-cutting. We are serious¬ 
ly worried about the lack of 
police availability.” 

Kingston police Chief In¬ 
spector Richard Dean said 
local policing teams would 
continue to attend events 
and work closely with or¬ 
ganisers of larger events 
like the Kingston Carnival to 
help them run a safe 
event. 

He added: “Where neces¬ 
sary we will then deploy an 
appropriate policing re¬ 
sponse to support a particu¬ 
lar event on the day.”

Vision: New plans for Eden Walk in the town centre 


Developer sells up and heads to Croydon 


A developer that once promised 
to bring a £500m regeneration 
scheme to Kingston has sold its 
stake in the town to concentrate 
on a £lbn shopping centre rede¬ 
velopment in Croydon, the 
Kingston Guardian under¬ 
stands. 

Hammerson was behind an 
aborted scheme to turn the town 
centre’s Eden Quarter into a 
landmark retail district and cre¬ 
ate up to 3,000 new jobs. 

But the deal collapsed in 2010, 
and Hammerson has since 
signed a £lbn deal to overhaul 
Croydon’s Whitgift and Centrale 
shopping centres in a joint ven¬ 
ture with Westfield. 


Although Kingston Council 
and its partners have no plans to 
create a shopping complex on a 
similar scale to Croydon, it is 
recognised that the new develop¬ 
ment will increase competition 
for shoppers in south London. 

Last week at the Kingston Fu¬ 
tures conference it was revealed 
Hammerson had sold its Ash¬ 
down Road car park site - which 
includes the old Kingston post 
office and phone exchange - 
to St George, a residential 
developer. 

No one from Hammerson was 
present at the £354-a-ticket con¬ 
ference, nor was the company 
listed as a corporate partner or 


sponsor of the event. 

In February, investors Aviva 
paid £7.6m for the Eden Street 
and Adam’s Walk site, also pre¬ 
viously owned by Hammerson. 

Hammerson was yet to com¬ 
ment at the time of going to 
press. 

Initial ideas for the Ashdown 
Road site will go on display for 
three days at the old post office 
in Eden Street, starting on 
Thursday, July 10.

Scheme will also hold a joint ex¬ 
hibition of new plans for Eden 
Walk shopping centre, on July 
10, July 12 and July 18.

Governors raise concerns over reduced activities for children 

‘Families will be hit’ 
by kids’ centre cuts

Hard-to-reach families attend¬ 
ing parenting classes would suf¬ 
fer from cuts to a Chessington 
children’s centre, it has been 
claimed. 

Governors at Lovelace Prima¬ 
ry School have hit out against a 
Kingston Council consultation 
to reduce activities, such as sing 
and sign and play and rhyme 
sessions, at the West Chessing¬ 
ton Children’s Centre in Mans¬ 
field Road. 

School governor Steve Nar- 
ramore said: “The governors are 
completely against it. 

“That sort of ethos has slowly 
been eroded because they have 
starved the children’s centres 
out of cash. 

“They are going to staff it with 
staff from Castle Hill [Chessing¬ 
ton Children’s Centre]. The staff 
will be stretched, so the quality 
and the quantity of the service 
will go down.” 

Between March and June this 
year, 107 parents and carers 
brought 118 children to various 
activities at the centre. 

Kingston Council has a £76,000 
budget for the site, but hopes to 
slash it to £24,000. 


Mr Narramore also said gover¬ 
nors were annoyed the consulta¬ 
tion implied an emptier 
children’s centre would be used 
for afterschool or breakfast 
clubs for schoolchildren. 

He said: “We will continue 
with those clubs that we already 
run, whatever happens to the 
children’s centre.” 

Parents at Kingston Hill Chil¬ 
dren’s Centre have also been left 
feeling uncertain. They have 
been told it is to become a coun¬ 
cil-run nursery with 32 places for 
two-year-olds from September, 
and asked what they would like 
to see kept and moved elsewhere. 

Full-time dad Jon Hoare, who 
visits Kingston Hill Children’s 
Centre three times a week, said: 
“The centre is actually thriving 
- its manager, Maria, has been 
brilliant and the numbers of 
parents attending sessions has 
increased month on month. 

“The centre has been a 
vital part of our life - a social 
centre that has provided incred¬ 
ible support. The other centres 
in the borough will be 
overstretched. 

“The council is dismantling re¬ 
sources in the borough rather 
than thinking about investing in 
the future. 

“If it needs to provide more 
nursery places for vulnerable 


children from low paid families, 
it should be investing in a new 
centre to provide for that or 
looking at how to get more of 
the private nurseries to provide 
those places.” 

If the cuts go ahead, they will 
take effect by September at both 
centres. 

Conservative Councillor An¬ 
drea Craig, leader for children, 
youth and adult learning, said: 
“It was instigated by the Liberal 
Democrat administration before 
the election. 

“We have to live within our 
means. We need to make 
sure that the assets are working 
as hard as possible for the 
community.” 

But Lib Dem Councillor Mar¬ 
garet Thompson, shadow lead 
member for children, youth and 
adult learning, said: “I hope 
they retain the core functions, 
such as stay and play, because 
they are the things that parents 
most value. 

“If there are other services 
that parents want, then they 
need to be retained.”

Zac Goldsmith pleads guilty to exceeding 30mph limit three times 

MR faces driving ban for 
three speeding offences

Zac Goldsmith faces being 
disqualified from driving 
after pleading guilty to three 
speeding offences. 

Goldsmith, 39, MP for 
Richmond Park and north 
Kingston, was speeding in 


Lower Mortlake Road, Rich¬ 
mond, on February 20 this 
year and on December 4 and 
5, 2013, in Hammersmith 
Road, Hammersmith. 

He was caught exceeding 
the 30mph speed limit in all 
three cases in a Toyota - driv¬ 
ing at 39mph in Richmond 
and 38mph and 36mph in 
Hammersmith. 

He submitted a guilty plea 


for all three offences to 
Lavender Hill Magistrates’ 
Court, but did not attend the 
short hearing on Wednesday 
last week. 

Mr Goldsmith, of Church 
Road, Richmond, could face 
between three to six penalty 
points for each speeding of¬ 
fence, which would remain 
on his licence for four years. 

Drivers are allowed a 


maximum of 12 penalty 
points on their licence within 
a three-year period before 
they face disqualification. 

The MP’s case was ad¬ 
journed after the court heard 
he already had endorsements 
on his licence, meaning he 
faces disqualification from 
driving. 

The case will next be heard 
on July 30 at the same court. 


Disabled owner powerless to help attacked dog 


A woman in a wheelchair 
watched in horror as a dog 
savaged her pet, puncturing 
its eye. 

Julia Adams, 62, was in Can- 
bury Gardens when her chi¬ 
huahua-pug mix, Peppa, fell 
victim to another dog. 

She said: “The dog just came 
hurtling through the shrubs 
[and] turned her on her back. 
I’m in a wheelchair and I 
couldn’t get up and do any¬ 
thing. She’s a tiny little thing. 

“The blood was just gushing 
out of my dog’s eye because 
the other dog had bitten right 


through the retina. She’s not 
even five yet. The woman did¬ 
n’t apologise, she just ran off. 
It’s obviously a dangerous dog 
and I should imagine it’s done 
it before.” 

Mrs Adams, who lives in the 
Bittoms, was left with a £1,069 
vet’s bill, but has no idea who 
owns the runaway dog. 

She said that when she visit¬ 
ed Kingston police station the 
following day to report the at¬ 
tack, staff suggested she visit 
the Boaters Inn and ask to see 
their CCTV - but their cam¬ 
eras do not cover the area 


where the attack took place. 

She said: “I was just so 
shocked and shaken up that I 
went the next day. They didn’t 
take a report, they just told me 
to go down to Canbury Gar¬ 
dens and look at the CCTV 
down there. We’ve got no way 
of establishing who this 
woman is.” 

Kingston Council dog war¬ 
den Stewart Toop said he was 
aware of the attack, but that 
not enough information was 
available to take action. 

Peppa is now recovering 
following surgery.

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Tower change ‘could 
transform the town’

Converting the iconic Tolworth 
Tower into flats could help re¬ 
generate the town all by itself, 
according to the leader of 
Kingston Council. 

The 22-storey building has 
gone back on the market, two 
years after a syndicate led by 
Simon Cowell’s brother 
Nicholas dropped plans to buy it 
in 2012. 

Estate agents Knight Frank, 
which is marketing the 300,000sq 
ft property, was confident the 
tower would sell this time, for 
an asking price of about £45m. 

Knight Frank’s Charlie Dug- 
dale said: “It is a fantastic 
opportunity in an incredibly 
prominent site. 

“We are expecting some very 
strong frontrunners.” 

Mr Dugdale said there was po¬ 
tential for residential and office 
space, with extra shops and 
leisure facilities along Tolworth 
Broadway. 

Kingston Council leader Kevin 
Davis said he believed a residen¬ 
tial scheme could help Tolworth 
regenerate by itself. 

He said: “If done correctly 
alongside the Tesco site, you

will have more families and 
more professionals living here. 

“It would mean the need for 
nice bars and cafes would natu¬ 
rally increase.” 

But Coun Davis said he had 


heard that several developers 
had enquired about the tower 
hoping to take advantage of the 
Government’s permitted devel¬ 
opment scheme, which allows 
offices to be converted into flats 
without planning permission. 

But the policy expires in May 
2016, and any development must 
be occupied by that deadline. 

Coun Davis said: “There is a 
risk that you won’t get it fin¬ 
ished by then. 

“As more months go by that 
looks riskier and riskier.” 

But Mr Dugdale said buyers 
were aware of the deadline. 

He said: “I think the permitted 
development potential is per¬ 
haps gone. 

“Whoever buys it will proba¬ 
bly be seeking planning 
permission.” 

Tolworth Tower was bought in 
2006 by Stevenor Investments, a 
subsidiary of Targetfellow, 
which had planned a major 
mixed-use development before 
falling into administration in 
2010. 

Aviva, which now controls the 
building, took the building off 
the market following the col¬ 
lapsed Nicholas Cowell deal. 

The deadline for new bids is 
the end of July, with the new 
owners expected to be an¬ 
nounced late summer.

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ON CAMERA: Council’s traffic surveillance reaps rewards 

Rise in bus lane fines 
as CCTV use doubles

The amount of time Kingston 
Council spends monitoring bus 
lane CCTV has more than dou¬ 
bled in two years. 

The equivalent of 11 hours of 
CCTV a day was recorded in 2013- 
14, with an average of 62 people a 
day fined, netting twice as much 
money in fines as the year before. 

There were nearly 60 hours a 
day of moving traffic contraven¬ 
tions surveillance, which includ¬ 
ed drivers stopping in box 
junctions. 

Emma Carr, acting director of 
Big Brother Watch, said: “The 
rise in fines collected by 
Kingston Council clearly high¬ 
lights that the use of CCTV for 
traffic enforcement is not tack¬ 
ling the root causes of the 
problem. 

“Academic research repeatedly 
highlights how poor a crime¬ 
fighting tool CCTV cameras are, 
yet councils insist on pouring 
more money into schemes in re¬ 
turn for cheap headlines. 

“The use of CCTV cars is yet 
another example of how councils 


are constantly using surveillance 
as a lazy, quick fix to complex 
problems.” 

Increases in surveillance have 
not always equalled a huge rise 
in fines. An extra 900 hours in 
2012-13 coincided with a small 
drop in the number of fines. 

Council officers suggest the au¬ 
thority has not monitored extra 
bus lanes this year. 

Councillor David Cunningham, 
lead member for transport, said 
he could not give a “definitive an¬ 
swer” to the question. 

He said: “We will review the sit¬ 
uation. It will take a little while 
for us to do it, but I think it’s 
important. 

“It’s an issue that we have cer¬ 
tainly got on the doorstep. 

“People get used to the fact that 


they’re being monitored. That’s 
what we’re being told happens in 
other boroughs. You get a peak, 
but it steps down.” 

The council’s bus lane monitor¬ 
ing increased from 2,855 hours in 
2012-13 to 4,133 last year, and its 
end-of-year bus lane surplus rose 
nearly 80 per cent, from £758,000 
in 2012-13 to £1,359,000. Its bus 
lane surplus account now holds 
more than £2.5m. 

The council spent £441,000 in 
bus lane cash on its concession¬ 
ary fare scheme for pensioners, 
alongside £2.8m from its parking 
surplus account. 

In total, £300,732 from the 
parking account went towards 
maintaining car parks, but just 
£36,000 was spent on highways 
improvement.

Lack of democracy

The community call-in differs 
to a petition in that it enables 100 
people living, working or study¬ 
ing in the borough to challenge a 
committee decision and request a 
review. 

It is fundamental to the demo¬ 
cratic process and has been 
weakened by this change - details 
of which were not publicly avail¬ 
able prior to the meeting. 

Previously, the constitution 


allowed a scrutiny panel of elect¬ 
ed council members not involved 
in the decision to hear from and 
question residents, council offi¬ 
cers and independent witnesses. 

Last year, I sat on a panel con¬ 
vened to review cycling initiative 
proposals for the Fairfield. 

Interested parties included res¬ 
ident representatives, two 
schools and a cycling organisa¬ 
tion. Procedural standing orders 
for full council do not allow such 
public participation. 

How will rules on speaker num¬ 
bers and debate length be han¬ 
dled? Will it not be a conflict of 
interest for neighbourhood com¬ 
mittee members responsible for a 
decision to speak or vote? 

I did not stand for re-election in 
May, but could not have voted in 
favour of this change. 

I have raised this issue at my 


neighbourhood committee’s pub¬ 
lic question time and have dis¬ 
cussed my reservations with the 
council leader. 

I understand the head of gover¬ 
nance is looking at how the pro¬ 
cess might be improved. 

It seems to me this can only be 
achieved satisfactorily with fur¬ 
ther constitutional amendments. 

This situation must be rectified 
without delay, with proposals 
brought to the committee respon¬ 
sible for constitutional issues to 
ensure residents have the oppor¬ 
tunity to take part in discussions. 

It must be demonstrated that a 
workable process is in place, 
whereby councillors can be held 
accountable for decisions and 
that public participation is per¬ 
mitted and welcomed.

Bike hazard 


I notice that, although the new 
stalls are a definite improvement 
on their lock-up garage-style pre¬ 
decessors, there is one serious 
omission from the new market 
place. 

The only safe legal cycle route 
across Kingston from north to 
south - part of the National Cycle 
Network, no less - passes through 
the market place. 

It is in the nature of a shopping 
area that pedestrians are moving 
in many different directions, and 
so are at risk of bumping into a 
cyclist. 

Until recently, the signs warn¬ 
ing pedestrians to look out for cy¬ 
clists were far too small, and well 
above eye level, so most shoppers 
had little warning to keep an eye 
out for cyclists. 

These signs have now gone - to 
be replaced by absolutely nothing 
at all. 

This is a serious hazard to both 
pedestrians and cyclists - al¬ 
though the sheer number of 
pedestrians means that cyclists 
have no choice, but to proceed 
cautiously. 

In similar locations, I have seen 
cycle symbols engraved into the 
paving - why was this not done in 
Kingston? 

The market place website says: 
“Cyclists welcome in the new 
market place.” A pity there is 
nothing in the market place itself 
to say so.

Nightmare neighbours are a 
costly pain to live with adding 
£50 a year to a typical home 
insurance premium. 

That's according to the latest 
research from MoneySuperMarket 
which found one in 10 UK 
homeowners have claimed or will 
need to claim on their home 
insurance because of their 
neighbours. 

Twenty nine per cent have 
claimed because of damage 
caused to their homes by unruly 
gardens and overgrown trees. 

Neighbours neglecting their 
property, by leaving gutters 
clogged or not repairing loose 
tiles also led to 26 per cent 
making a claim. 

Twenty two per cent have 
claimed because of a gas leak or 
burst pipe problem on a 
neighbours' property. 

One in eight of UK homeowners 
admits their neighbours will have 
a major impact when it comes to 
selling or renting out their home. 

Two fifths say their neighbours' 
house looks unsightly, with 38

Birthday edition for MX-5 


With speculation mounting on the 
plot for the next Bond movie ‘Bond 
24’ as well as what marques might 
feature in 007’s latest adventure, AA 
Cars has reviewed its stock to 
identify models that have appeared 
in Bond films. 

Hundreds of cars have featured in 
the movies based on Ian Fleming’s 
evergreen novels but here are a few 
of the more desirable ones. 

Perhaps the iconic car most 
associated with 007 is the Aston 
Martin DB5 (pictured right), which 
met its end in Skyfall. Although the 
variant crops up from time to time 
on the AA Cars online used car 
platform, there aren’t any at present. 
But there are some DB7s and DB9s 
among the 83 Aston Martins listed. 

Of course an Aston is never going 
to be a cheap option but prices 
range from £16,995 for a 1995 DB7 
to an eye-watering £199,995 for a 
current model Vanquish. 

BMW first featured in Goldeneye 
with the Z3 while in Tomorrow Never 
Dies Bond’s car was the mighty 
BMW 750iL. 

With its VI2 performance and 
bristling with 007 features such as a 
missile launcher, it was a formidable 


beast. You could own one of these 
impressive cars as there are three of 
them on AA Cars - and a 2005 model 
could be yours for under £9,500. 
There are several Z3s too for as little 
as £4,000 

You’re not going to find a fully- 
submersible Lotus Esprit (The Spy 
who Love Me) on AA Cars or 
anywhere else for that matter, but 
there is a 1988 example of this 
highly desirable car on offer for 
£11,500. There’s also plenty of 
choice among the 37 Elan, Elise, 
Exige and Evora models. You could 
pick up a 1993 Lotus Elan for little 
more than £5k. 


In the early Bond films exotic 
vehicles such as the Sunbeam Alpine 
and Chevrolet Bel Air were featured. 

A1966 Alpine recently sold for 
£18,000, while you could expect to 
pay, perhaps, £50k for a decent Bel 
Air. 

And so to Rolls-Royce, which put in 
appearances in most Bond films. AA 
Cars lists 40 of the ‘best car in the 
world’ but no Silver Wraiths of the 
type driven by ‘M’ in 1963’s Dr. No. 

However, there are a couple of 
Silver Clouds listed that date from 
the 1960s. No Rolls-Royce is going 
to be cheap and a stunning 1962 
Silver Cloud II Mulliner convertible

‘invites offers above £395,000’: a 
very desirable vehicle indeed. The 
cheapest Rolls-Royce presented by 
AA Cars is a much more affordable 
1981 Silver Spirit, for just £9,500. 

Post-war, Bentleys were ‘badge- 
engineered’ Rolls-Royces and Bond 
owned a ‘Mk II Continental’ (likely to 
have been an S2 Continental) in the 
1965 novel Thunderball, which he 
heavily modified and dubbed ‘The 
Locomotive’. Today, Bentley is a 
marque of its own. AA Cars lists over 
120 Bentleys ranging in price from 
£9,500 to £209,900 and in age from 
a 1953 ‘R’ type to a 2014 Mulsanne 
Mulliner with less than 700 miles on 
the clock. 

David Bruce, director of AA Cars, 
said: “The cars owned by James 
Bond are highly desirable and those 
actually used in the films can fetch 
fabulous prices - but you could have 
a taste of Bond for little more than 
£4,000 if you fancy an admittedly 
high-mileage BMW Z3 - and almost 
anything between. 

“They won’t have any of the 
gadget, least of all a missile 
launcher, but you could ‘live and let 
die’ in the knowledge that Bond 
drove one like it!”

Mae Thompson might not 
have liked cross country, 
but she knows it has played 
its key part in landing a 
sports scholarship at a US 
university. 

The 18-year-old 400m hur¬ 
dles specialist and twin sister 
Layla came first and second 
in the Ulls Surrey Schools’ 
Cross Country Champi¬ 
onships in 2007. 

Seven years on, the former 
Hinchley Wood School stu¬ 
dent made her Sainsbury’s 
senior British Champi¬ 
onships debut in Birming¬ 
ham last month and is 
preparing to head to Fair- 
leigh Dickinson University in 
New Jersey to study liberal 
arts in August on the back of 
her sporting prowess. 

County champion Thomp¬ 
son, who is ranked 11th in the 
country in her event this 
year, heads to Birmingham 
again this weekend for the 
English Schools’ Champi¬ 
onships with high hopes of 
winning a medal. 

She is one of eight Kingston 
& Polytechnic Harriers com¬ 
peting at the event and she 
admitted she might not be 
heading across the Atlantic 
had it not been for that first 
taste of competition in Rich¬ 
mond Park - even if she did 
not enjoy it that much, 

“We joined Kingston after

Kingston swimmer Issei 
Kuzuki admits even he was 
taken by surprise as he 
rebounded from last year’s 
heartache to clinch gold in 
the pool at the Balfour Beat¬ 
ty London Youth Games, 
writes Jonny Green. 

Kuzuki secured junior 50m 
backstroke gold in a blister¬ 
ing time of 31.63 seconds - 
one year on from finishing 
way down the pack in 15th at 
Europe’s largest annual 
youth sports event. 

And the 13-year-old has 
vowed to redouble his efforts 
after his outing at Crystal 
Palace’s National Sports 
Centre and make sure the 
success inspires him. 

“It felt amazing to win the 
gold medal,” said Kuzuki, 
who attends Tiffin School. 

“It was really fun and 
when I saw the board I was 
really happy. I’m a bit 
speechless.

“Michael Phelps is my idol 
in swimming and I admire 
his butterfly and individual 
medley. 

“I trained hard for the 
Games and I’m glad all of 
the hard work paid off.” 

Kingston finished 17th in 
the overall standings - won 
by Wandsworth - a big im¬ 
provement on last year’s 
23rd, excelling in a variety of 
different sports across the 
entire Games. 

The boys’ squash team 
hauled in gold and the 
girls took bronze while 
there were also third-place 
finishes in girls tag rugby, 


badminton and boys and 
girls volleyball. 

Charlotte Bradley was a 
part of the team who took 
Kingston’s girls so far in the 
volleyball and the 15-year- 
old insists they gave it their 
all after a semi-final loss to 
Haringey. 

“I think we played really 
well and when we needed to 
we came together as a 
team,” said Bradley. 

“We pushed really hard 
but in the end, unfortunate¬ 
ly, we couldn’t succeed. 

“We were excited for the 
weekend and really pumped 
up, ready to go. We wanted to 
do well as it’s such a big 
competition and it has so 
much prestige and I suppose 
we can’t complain leaving 
with a medal.”
